Engli»h Lecturer Emphasizes 
Industrial Control by 
Majority 

"The special oh&raeteristic of British 
.^os'alism of today, is its blcnd'nc of 
tiic ideal and ths practical." said the 
Ga-; of Liitowel at the People's Forum 
right. The Socialist party Is the 
.-«Mnd largest in Brita n today und 
n-u:l-Jis- in Pnncc, Italy, Russia and 
ScT.idinavia. 

B.-'fsh S:ciallsin aims to spread 
mere completely the princ plcs of lib- 
erty acd equality, wh lc presen,-!n?t the 
old ideals of politics and rcllgiot:. It 
is astonishing to hear that the greatest 
advances in Soc'allsm lately have been 
made by the C3ns3rv.%iivc party, but 
tije Sccallsl pari.y takes no luile 
cred t for them. Religious and ethical 
.'Tocistics have also espoused its cause 
mo:-e than any other group. 

iMoiiopolies Kvident 

'The .speaker reminded his audience 
that one tenth of thc^ population of 
Great Britain enjoys forty' percent of 
all its wealth, thus benefiting by the 
manital labour and intellect ot the 
majority. Plato and Moie wcie loo 
idealistic; Marx v/as too practical, but 
Britain Is combining the two by grad- 
ually giving the control of finance, 
transports, coal and land into the 
har^ of this majority. Already sucli 
utilities as postal and lelsBraphic 
communicatione, -water, cicctriclty, 
tia/nways, iMses are owned by tlie 
public. 

Efforts are ;wv/ Ixîing made Lo \vi\c 
nicire control of finance. Tlie flank of 
JSngiand, v/htoh Im almost cotnpleto 
power of dlati'ibutiiig credit to otlici- 
Iwnlts, and from there to individuul 
'/wnpaiiie.?, is the nucleus nf this piob- 
iein. As Iy.>rd f^istowel said, "Wc want 
stable price levels tu prevent uivem- 
pioyment, and the eecurity of knowing 
thfl.l U>o much credit v/ill not be ijhcii, 
in i>rosi)e)Oii.s ti/ne.i siw;li a.s w<; Iwivc 
toda,y. or wltlilic-ld when Llieii; i.s dan- 
ger of uiieinplrtyiiicnt. 'I'liiw money 
will be directed into roniunei-ativc 
ciiaiincli, .so tliat industry can always 
have enough oii.pltij|. In short, we aim 
at grtalti' degjeoj of so.iiiil ciiuiillly, 
|uim1 llie breaking of llic foimiilablc 
bairlors in Its way, chief of which is 
wealth."

In poll- 
ties a man Is at the cull of l-l.s parly. 
If a student becomes Involved wiili a 
party, he loses the benefits of a ;-oui:d 
and liberal education.
